“Authentic. Hard worker. Genuine.” 

Those are the words Julie Potter, the station’s 
operations manager at KBeach Radio, used to 
describe Sammy Mastroianni, aka “Sammy the 
Blade.” If you have ever listened to KBeach on a 
Mondays, any time past 3 p.m., you have heard 
Sammy the Blade. 

Sammy started at Cal State Long Beach in 


spring 2011, originally as a physical education 
major. He had no radio experience and no desire 
to work in broadcast. Although he did change his 
major to communication studies, it is not what got 
him into KBeach. 

After stumbling upon KBeach’s website, Sam- 
my said he “was talking to a friend, and [said], 
“You and I should do a radio show, we could talk 
about sports or something on air, and he ran with 
it. Then the show really took off, he said. 

Sammy the Blade did his first sports radio show 
Sept. 21, 2012. His sports show has attracted a few 
high profile guests including: Rob Wigod, the Cal- 
ifornia Interscholastic Federation Commissioner 
and CSULB alumnus and multiple members of 
the Angels Strike Force, a “cheerleader-like in- 
teractive squad” according to the Angels’ home 
page. Another guest included former defense- 
man and Stanley Cup champion for the Anaheim 
Ducks, Joe DiPenta. The show currently has 86 


episodes completed, and it just had its two-year 
anniversary. 

When asked about how his second show, “Bea- 
tles at the Beach,” got started he said, “I think 
I was just bored and had too much time on my 
hands.” He ran it by Danny Lemos, the faculty 
advisor at KBeach, who thought it was an awe- 
some idea. 

The first “Beatles at the Beach” episode aired on 
Jan. 28,2013. Each show features music only by The 
Beatles. Each episode has a theme — one episode 
included Beatles’ songs covered by other bands. 

The “Beatles at the Beach” show has also seen 
its fair share of note worthy guests, such as Su- 
zannne Marquez, the entertainment reporter for 
KCAL9 and CBS news, and Jim Berkenstadt, a 
Rock and Roll Detective and author, according to 
Sammy’s website.

tives of hardship and triumph, collected by Car- 
reira and colleagues well over a five-year period, 
Carreira said. 

The toughest stories gathered, Carreira said, 
were of undocumented, vulnerable students, 
“constantly in fear of being found and deported, 
living paralyzing lives.” 

She described one story that follows a young 
man who starves himself during lunch hours to 
save money. His growing funds lose all momen- 
tum and hope, when his parents are forced to 
spend it on food to feed his family. 

Another student in the book tells the story of 
standing in line at a convenience store, waiting to 
pay for some treats, when the man behind her ut- 
ters a racial slur against Mexicans and tells them 
to go back to where they came from.

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Complaints roll in for the new iOS 8 


Apple’s newly released oper- 
ating system slow phone and 
affect battery life, customers 
Say.

IPhone users have already begun to complain 
since Apple Inc. released the latest operating sys- 
tem, iOS 8, on Sept 17. 

Some users began complaining before down- 
loading the operating system. One of the most 
popular complaints on the Apple’s support page 
has been that the latest iOS update requires the 
availability of SGB to 7GB in order to download 
the update. 

“T couldn’t update my iPhone immediately af- 
ter the update was available,” George Jenkins, a 
junior history major, said. “First, I had to delete 
and save some of my pictures on my computer in 
order to update my phone because I didn’t have 
enough space.” 

Since the iOS is taking so much storage space, 
many iPhones have slowed down, according to 
tech news website CNET. The majority of com- 
plaints regarding slow phones has been coming 
from those who own the 16GB iPhone, since they 
have only been left with 11GB to use, according 
to CNET. 


“T am really surprised how much my phone has 
slowed down, considering I only have about 150 
pictures saved on my phone and no music,” senior 
psychology major Lupe Diaz said. “My phone is 
so slow it even takes a while for it to recognize it’s 
being charged.” 

The iOS 8 has also been linked to issues with 
slowing down data usage, according to CNET. 
Since the operating system was released, users 
have been claiming the Web on their phones has 
slowed down, reported CNET. People are upset 
because this issue has nothing to do with their In- 
ternet providers, but with their phones. 

“Initially I thought it was an issue with the 
school’s Wi-Fi, but then I kept having the same 
problem at home,” Lisa Burke, junior internation- 
al studies major, said. “I went online to find out if 
I could do some kind of reset on my phone to fix 
[the problem], but sure enough, I came across a 
bunch of websites saying it was an issue having to 
do with the update.” ~ 

Updating to the iOS has also affected iPhone 
user’s battery life, according to CNET. After up- 
dating to the new operating system users have no- 
ticed their devices significantly use up their bat- 
tery much faster. 

“It’s kind of annoying because I recently had 
an issue with my physical battery, so, I had to get 
it fixed. Now it’s not the actual battery, but the 
software that’s killing my battery,” Jenkins said.

After graduating from CSULB in May 2013, Sammy said 
he was lucky that it didn’t mean he had to leave the station.

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“Surprisingly, rather than reacting to 
the insult (as I would have done),” Car- 
reira said. “The student keeps her com- 
posure and remains polite, even to the 
point of saying “Bless you’ to the guy 
when he sneezed. But after she left the 
store, back in the hotel room, she used 
the experience to talk to her younger 
cousins about discrimination - how it 
is motivated by ignorance and how they 
must rise above it.” 

Carreira said, “She also explained 
to her cousins that this was the man’s 
problem, not theirs. In other words, she 
taught them not to internalize the nega- 
tive, but rather to throw it back at the 
person. This is a classic strategy of re- 
silience.” 

Although a handful of personal expe- 
riences are incorporated into the book, 
Carreira said that “this is not just an ac- 
count of sad stories.” z

In addition to the wide range of expe- 
riences of Latinos in the U.S., the book 
shows how powerful Latino youth is, 
forging a pathway to academic achieve- 
ment and social well-being. She said the 
book explains how society can exploit 
these pathways and benefit from their 
strengths. 

“What jumped out at us, is that these 
students are bigger than the hardships 
they face,” Carriera said. “They all 
manage to find a solution to their prob- 
lems, or if not, at least offer insightful 
analyses of how to improve the lives of 
others who are dealing with such dif- 
ficulties. And therein lies the value of 
this book-a collection of proven solu- 
tions.” 

In order for society to benefit, “Indi- 
viduals can learn about resilience, grace 
and strength from Latino youth,” Car- 
riera said. “At CSULB, Latinos make up 
36 percent of the undergraduate popula- 
tion. We all need to know our Latino 
students better.”

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Walking boosts 
creativity, 
study says 


LOS ANGELES _ If you find your- 
self in a creative slump, scientists have a 
suggestion: Take a walk. 

People generate more creative ideas 
when they walk than when they sit, ac- 
cording to new research published in 
the Journal of Experimental Psychol- 
ogy: Learning, Memory and Cognition. 

“Everyone always says going on a 
walk gives you new ideas, but nobody 
had ever proved it before,” said Marily 
Oppezzo, a professor of psychology at 
Santa Clara University and the lead au- 
thor of the study. 

In fact, Oppezzo got the inspiration 
for the research while she was taking a 
stroll as a graduate student with her the- 
sis advisor, Stanford University educa- 
tion professor Daniel Schwartz. 

’ To measure creativity, Oppezzo 
recruited 176 people and gave them 
various verbal tests. For instance, some 
volunteers were asked to come up with 
alternative uses for a common item, like 
a button. Oppezzo defined a creative re- 
sponse as one that was both appropriate 
(a button could serve as a tiny strainer or 
the eye for a doll, but it wouldn’t work as 
a light bulb) and original, meaning no 
one else in the study had said it. 

In the first experiment, volunteers 
were asked to complete the creativity 


test twice _ first while sitting at a desk 
in a small room for four minutes, and 


then while walking on a treadmill for 
the same amount of time. Researchers 
found that 81 percent of the participants 
improved their creative output when 
walking. 

Walkers were more talkative than sit- 
ters, but, Oppezzo said, the increased 
output of creative ideas while ambula- 
tory was not simply the result of having 
more ideas in general. 

“We took everything they said and 
divided the total creative ideas by the 
total ideas mentioned,’ she said. “Walk- 
ers had more thoughts, but they also had 
a higher density of creative thoughts 
than sitters.” 

To see whether walking improves 
brainpower overall, Oppezzo and her 
team had volunteers complete a task that 
measures convergent thinking. Study 
participants were given three words and 
asked to come up with another word 
that would combine with each of them 
to make a common phrase. For example, 
“Swiss,” “cake” and “cottage” can all be 
combined with “cheese.” 

On this test, volunteers performed 
slightly worse when walking compared 
with when sitting. That led the research- 
ers to conclude that the cognitive ben- 
efits of walking were specific to creative 
thought. 

In subsequent experiments, the re- 
searchers found that this creative boost 
can linger for a period of time. People 
who took the creativity test while walk- 
ing, and then while sitting, came up with 
more creative ideas in their chairs com- 
pared with other seated volunteers who 
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hadn’t gone for a walk. 

To make sure this wasn’t just a sign 
that the volunteers were getting used 
to the test, the researchers asked some 
participants to take the test twice and 
remain seated both times. Under those 
conditions, test performance did not im- 
prove with experience. 

In another set of experiments, the re- 
searchers found that walking inside was 
just as good for creativity as walking 
outside, although being outdoors made 
participants more talkative. 

In the final experiment, Oppezzo 
tried pushing volunteers around the 
Stanford campus in wheelchairs and 
compared their creativity with that of 
volunteers who went for a walk out- 
side, those who walked indoors on a 
treadmill and those who sat inside a lab 
room with no view of the outdoors. The 
results were clear: walking (whether in- 
side or outside) trumped sitting (either 
inside or outside). 

Other researchers said they found the 
results convincing, especially because 
they were confirmed in four different 
experiments. 

Jennifer Wiley, a psychology profes- 
sor at the University of Illinois, Chicago 
who was not involved in the study, said 
Oppezzo’s results were in line with what 


she called the “bed, bath, bus and bar 
syndrome.” 


“When we take a break from ac- 
tive perusal of solutions and go about 
our other daily activities, new ways of 
thinking about the solution may pop 
into our minds,” she said. But Wiley 
and others were at a loss to explain why 
walking seemed to enhance creativity. 

Perhaps walking increases arousal 
in the brain, said Jonathan Schooler, 
a professor of psychological and brain 
sciences at the University of California, 
Santa Barbara who wasn’t involved in 
the study. If so, that would explain why 
most volunteers became more chatty 
when they were ambulatory, he said. 

Oppezzo thinks it is possible that 
walking interferes with the brain’s abil- 
ity to filter thoughts. “We really don’t 
know,” she said. 

Oppezzo and Schwartz intend to 
continue their research into the con- 
nection between walking and creativity. 
“We’ve had many walking meetings to 
think about future ideas,” Oppezzo said. 
“Hopefully we'll be running new stud- 
ies soon.” 

In the meantime, she recommends 
that people take a walk before brain- 
storming, or if they are stumped on a 
creative problem. 

“Our study shows everybody’s cre- 
ativity improved when they were walk- 
ing compared to themselves when they 
were sitting,” she said. “It’s so cool that 
you can just go out, take a walk, and 
make your creativity better.”

Fans of The Strokes may remember 
when lead singer Julian Casablancas 
strayed away from the band to release solo 
album “Phrazes for the Young” in 2009. 

Casablancas has once again ventured 
into a side project, this time backed by 
The Voidz. 

“Phrazes” was heavily influenced by 
synthpop and new wave, the release em- 
bodied sounds familiar to fans of music 
from the ‘80s. 

Casablancas latest exploration, which 
is stylized as Julian Casablancas + The

Voidz is titled “Tranny,” and it is more 
erratic in its emulation of various genres. 
Music throughout the album clashes 
from start to finish. 
Its inconsistencies should be jarring, 
but it offers so many unique sounds that 
will surprise listeners who will be thrown 
off by things such as radio broadcast 
soundbites. 

This release in no way reflects any sim- 
ilarities to The Strokes, except for Casa- 
blancas’ sometimes sloppily delivered lyr- 
ics, which should be expected. 

The listener will only faintly recognize 
Casablancas in this new sonic environ- 
ment. 

“Take Me in Your Army,” initiates the 
album with a syncopated industrial beat 
that is grim. Again, Casablancas’ voice is 
slurred and muffled. 

Some songs like “M.utually A.ssured 
D.estruction,” resemble metal and thrash 


with Casablancas’ vocals raging. 

The track “Where No Eagles Cry,” be- 
gins with a baseline you could typically 
hear in a punk song, but eventually erupts 
with catchy and repetitive synth beats. 

The longest track on the album is “Hu- 
man Sadness;” it is symphonic and mel- 
low, the perfect change of pace for an al- 
bum with so much rage. 

It’s difficult to judge a musician’s solo 
work because of predetermined notions 
of sometimes iconic music staples; the 
results are often received with mixed feel- 
ings. 

Casablancas’ voice tunes the album 
in unison, but by comparison resembles 
a twisted alternate reality in which The 
Strokes are incredibly depressed and even 
a bit demented. 

Overall, Casablancas delivers a refresh- 
ing experience that is completely distinct 
from anything he has ever released.

In his first solo show, Lewis exhibits photographs 
and sculptures of items found in an abandoned woodland area, which he describes as starkly con- 
trasting to the neighboring suburbs. 


Lewis said he found this exhibit “daunting” because it’s his first 
solo show. This project took a lot of planning in comparison with 
the group exhibits he is used to do. He said it was mentally exhaust- 
ing, attempting something he had never done before. 

Lewis said he felt more pressure doing a solo project because 
art is pre-selected by a jury to go into a group exhibit, whereas in

Police officers consistently fail to respond appropriately 


he role of a police of- 

ficer is to protect and 

serve. With the help of a 

generation fueled by cell- 

phones and online media, 
incidents of police brutality tend to 
go viral instantly. The troubling issue 
of police brutality is emerging onto 
the forefront of the national politi- 
cal discourse. Videos Of our trusted 
public servants using excessive force 
upon our fellow citizens tarnishes the 
moral authority of law enforcement 
across the nation. 

Of the 3,814 reported incidences 
of police brutality in 2010, 25 percent 
of the reports included officers using 
excessive force on citizens, according 
to the CATO Institute’s National Police 
Misconduct Statistical Report. 

In 2014, the American public has 
witnessed countless controversial inci- 
dences of force used on citizens by law 
enforcement. One example is the fatal 


shooting of Michael Brown on Aug. 
9 in Ferguson, for which Missouri 
received widespread coverage. 

The reality is that these incidences 
occur on a daily 
basis throughout our 
country. A Cal State 
Long Beach student 
recently captured a 
video on his phone 
of an arrest made 
by the Long Beach 
Police Department 
in his backyard. 

The video shows 
that the suspect was unarmed and sit- 
ting in a fetal position on the ground; 
however, he was not obeying officer 
commands to put his hands behind his 
back, perhaps due to an inability to 
process this sensory data from the po- 
lice officers. In an impressive show of 
force to apprehend only one individual, 
five officers arrived on scene and

deployed a Taser on his face; thank- 
fully, the individual was taken in for a 
mental evaluation after he was arrested 
and treated for minor injuries. 

The man in the video previously 
visited the Starbucks that I work at on 
numerous occasions, and even though 
I am not even remotely anything close 
to a clinical psychologist, it was imme- 


diately apparent that the he has severe 
mental health issues. 

So my question is this: why couldn’t 
the five police officers who were called 
to the scene pick 
up on this easily 
identifiable fact 
and respond ac- 
cordingly? 

I understand 
that in the line 
of police work, 
officer safety is 
paramount. If an 
officer feels threat- 
ened or at risk, he is authorized to use 
the appropriate levels of violence on 
the continuum of force as long as they 
are appropriate for the situation. Citi- 
zens with mental issues are severely 
at risk for police brutality due to their 
lessened ability to respond appropri- 
ately to police commands; as such, 
police officers must properly recognize

individuals with said mental deficien- 
cies and respond accordingly. 

The Bureau of Justice Statistics re- 
ported that in 2008, around 74 percent 
of people who had police force used 
against them thought that the force was 
excessive. Around 84 percent thought 
that the police acted improperly. This 
is not a new issue. Only now, online 
media helps all these people share their 
experiences for the rest of us to see; 
consequently, police officers are now 
subject to an intense public backlash as 
more and more of these incidents are 
going viral. 

We need to make it known that, as 
citizens, we are entitled to protection 
from excessive use of force by law 
enforcement.

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How is maryuana legalization going? Quite well, actually 


fter Colorado and 
Washington legalized 
the possession and 
consumption of 
cannabis in 2012, 
prohibition supporters proffered 
their usual doomsday prophecies 
replete with arguments about 
increased youth consumption, more 
deaths on the roads and increased 
crime, and especially increased 
crime at marijuana distributing 
businesses. Despite all the panic 
from prohibition supporters about 
marijuana legalization, the sky hasn’t 
fallen yet, and none of their fears 
have materialized. Rather, both states 
are enjoying remarkable benefits 
subsequent to the decision to legalize. 
One of the most frequent charges 
against marijuana legalization has 
been that it would cause consumption 
among teenagers to skyrocket. 
However, a recent study published 
in the Journal of Adolescent Health 
analyzed data compiled from the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention’s Youth Risk Behavioral 
Survey spanning a period of 20 years; 
it compared anonymous, self-reported 
rates of use in states that have 
legalized medical marijuana with 
states that have a policy of complete 


prohibition. 
According to the 
study’s abstract, 
there were “no 
statistically 
significant 
differences in 
marijuana use 
before and after 
policy change for 
any state pairing.” 
The conclusion 
that marijuana legalization does 
not correlate with higher rates of 
teenage consumption was replicated 
in a study published in the Journal of 
Policy Analysis and Management by 
Montana State University economist 
D. Mark Anderson and University 
of Colorado economist Daniel Rees. 
After analyzing the annual Youth 
Risk Behavior Survey from 1993 
through 2011, they found “little 
evidence of a relationship between 
legalizing medical marijuana and 
the use of marijuana among high 
school students.” This may be because, 
whereas legal marijuana retailers card 
all customers to ensure that they are 
at least 21 years old, black-market 
dealers lack the incentive to do so. 
And even Colorado Governor 
John Hickenlooper, who previously

opposed legalization, now agrees with 
the conclusions of this mounting 
evidence. When asked in a Reuters 
interview back in 2012 whether there 
is “any evidence that it’s easier for 
underage kids to get marijuana than 
six months ago,” he replied: “No, we 
haven't seen that....One of the reasons 
so many people voted to legalize it 
was [that] it’s been pretty easy to get it 
for decades.” 

Additionally, critics have assailed 
this dramatic policy change by 
contending that it would lead to blood 
on the streets; for example, John Mica, 
FL (Rep.) argued in a congressional 
hearing in August that “In the 
last dozen years we’ve had [half] a 
million Americans slaughtered on the 
highways...and half of those fatalities 
are related to people who [were] 


impaired through 
alcohol or drugs.” 
He continued 

by arguing 

that marijuana 
legalization would 
only compound 
this “phenomenal 
devastation.” 

However, a 
study published 
in 2013 in the 
Journal of Law and Economics 
analyzed the relationship between 
medical marijuana legalization 
and traffic fatalities and completely 
refutes this. Professors Mark 
Anderson, Benjamin Hansen and 
Daniel Rees found that in “the first 
full year after coming into effect, 
legalization is associated with an 
8-11 percent decrease in traffic 
fatalities.” Anderson et al. also found 
that legalization was associated 
with a sharp decrease in alcohol 
consumption; thus, the authors 
attributed the sharp decrease in traffic 
fatalities to individuals substituting 
alcohol with marijuana. 

In a follow-up piece in the Journal 
of Policy Analysis and Management, 
Anderson and Rees concluded that 
“studies based on clearly defined 


natural experiments generally support 
the hypothesis that marijuana and 
alcohol are substitutes,” which 
would suggest that public health and 
reduction in crime rates would occur 
after legalization. 

Finally, fears that legalization 
would cause increased burglaries 
and robberies at marijuana retailers 
are wholly unfounded; figures 
from the Colorado Department of 
Safety indicate that the frequency 
of burglaries and robberies at 
dispensaries has actually declined 
since legalization. Furthermore, FBI 
data indicates that the overall crime 
rates in Denver, the epicenter of 
marijuana, declined by 10 percent in 
the first five months of this year, as 
opposed to the same period in 2013, 
although attributing this to marijuana 
legalization is dubious at best due to 
the dozens of other possible variables. 

In sum, it appears that the 
apocalyptic fears that the panicked 
prohibitionist supporters offered 
regarding the legalization of 
marijuana have failed to emerge. 
Rather, a plethora of research 
indicates that marijuana legalization 
in Colorado and Washington has been 
a success story. As such, other states 
would be wise to legalize marijuana.
